recommenda­ 
tions 
The convention-ending harangue 
was based on a letter Sawyer wrote 
to Murray, and which the com- \ 
rnerce secretary suggested m ight. 
be read to the 2.500 delegates rep­ 
resenting the 1.100,000 steelworkers. | 
Bawler wrote that though most , 
af the ateelworkers had preserved 
ateel mill equipment during the 
recent three-day strike "this pro­ 
tection was not universal." 
Murray flatly denied this charge, 
declared that

during any walkout to close down 
plants In orderly manner without 
any damage. 
Noisy D em onstration 
Sawyer’* letter said “production 
reports . . . from the steel compa­ 
nies . . . have contained informa­ 
tion regarding sporadic damage in 
connection with the shutdown of 
April 29 by reason of Hie lack of 
necessary standby arrangements to 
safeguard equipment when the men 
left the plants.”
